THE ROOSEVELT WAY AND THE 
BRYAN WAY. 


Colonel Roosevelt’s denouncement 6f Secre- 
tary Bryan's peace treaties with foreign powers 
and his snap conclusion that the promulgation 
of peace treaties is out of place in the minds of 
all this European melee does not descredit the 
Bryan treaties nor the Bryan judgment in press- 
ing them at this time. It simply illustrates how 
impossible it is for the Roosevelt. militancy to 
reconcile itself with the trend of modern thought 
along these lines. 

The ‘‘big stick’’ philosophy is essentially a 
philosophy of force and brute power. The Col- 
onel’s impatience with those things not smack- 
ing of the strenuous life manifests itself not 
cnly in his personal eareer but in his official 
record. The man who delights in killing jungle 
beasts is consistent in boasting ‘that he ‘‘took’’ 
Panama. Colonel Reosevelt is belligerent by 
nature; Mr. Bryan is pacific. It is too much to 
expect an agreement between them on the ques- 
tions of :world .peace. 

If there ever was a propitious moment for the 
consideration of agreements looking toward les- 
sening the oppértunities for war, however, that 
moment is the present. Europe has long viewed 
‘war through theoretical glasses; she has. seen: its 
glamor and its false glory for many years, but 
‘only now does she gain a conerete idea of war’s 
@ugmented horrors and multiplied expense ‘n its 
modern form. Never before has the moral sense 
‘of the world so revolted at the armed clash of 
civilized nations as now; never have rulers gone 
to war with such priitaes apologies in justifiea- 
tion o? their course. Enrone dazed and horri- 
flea in the charnal house of war must appreci- 
ite. peace as never before. The folly of unend- 
‘ing military and naval rivalry and their inevit- 
able fruits must come home to the warring na- 
tions just pow with tremendous force. 

It is the Rooseveltian type ‘of mind in Europe 

—the mind that rejects peace as utopian and 
} militancy as the proof of. power—whieh is at the 
bottom of the present turmoil there. But this 
old ideal is now receiving its death blow. Col- 
#Onel Roosevelt’s scorn of peace. proposals merely 
puis him on record as out of touch with the 
trend of progress much more than is Secretary 
Bryan and President Wilson and a vast majority 
fof the people of the whole world.

RICHMOND MUST HAVE PARKS 


This paper has called the attention of the 
citizens of Richmond many times in the past to 
the lamentable lack of parks and: public play- 
grounds in the city, and upon several occasions 
steps have been taken to do something about the 
matter, but somebody always bobbed up with a 
protest or some kind of an obstruction that 
queered the whole business, for the time being at 
least, and so nothing much has been accomplish- 
ed. In the meantime the price of lands available 
for sueh purposes continues to go up. up, up, all 
the time every year, to the end that when parks 
and public playgrounds and breathing places are 
finally purchased and improved the cost will be 
dollars to where it would have been cents a few 
years ago had it been attended to then, as it 
should have been. 

Everybody recognizes the necessity for these 
parks and playgrounds. There is not a dis- 
senting voice on that score, but the people 
can’t seem to get together upon the details. 
Something ought to be done about it, and done 
right away. 

Parks are the lungs of a city. They are as 
necessary as any other public place, as churches, 
schools, water, transportation, theatres and hous- 
es to live in. In a climate as wonderful as this 
is, where trees, shrubs, flowers, grass and all 
plant life grows, blooms and fruits so profusely, 
it is a positive pleasure to fix up such conveni- 
ences as parks, and everybody would delight 
to help. . Yet Richmond, a city of 20,000 popula- 
tion, and soon to have 50,000 or 100,000 inhabi- 
tants, has no public park that is free to its citi- 
zens,and to its children. East Shore park and 
Grand Canyon park are both privately owned 
grounds, and too far out for every day usages 
and purposes. There should be and must. be 
several parks on both sides of the city, beauti- 
ful and fixed up as public, playgrounds and ree- 
reation spots, where everybody can go freely 
and at all times and enjoy all the pleasures and 
comforts usual to such places, and our people 
should get to work with a will on this import- 
ant matter without further delay, for it is not 
only important but almost vital. 

At present there is no place in the whole city 
where anybody can sit down a minute, no mat- 
ter how tired; there is no place where a band 
can play or people hear it if it did play, unless 
they stand around on the streets or vacant lots 
first on one foot and then on the other, like 
chickens out in a shower. And the children at 
play have to either be cooped up in yards or 
run wild on the streets. This is not right. We 
are not doing right by our children, to our 
visitors or to ourselves to neglect this matter. 

This is especially a matter which the women, 
both as organizations and individuals can and 
should take up and push to a successful termina- 
tion, and it is to be hoped they will do so. Get 
busy, ladies, and we will help you in every pos- 
sible way. We will hold your coats, or shirt- 
Waists, or do anything we can, and thousands of 
other men here will be glad to do the same. 

Richmond never does anything by halves. It 
has a record of going ahead and doing things 
right up in good shape, but we have certainly 
been asleep at the switeh on this park business.
